'5-Year-Old Apartment 
House Caves In — 
Many of 150 Occu- 
pants Hurt.

CAIRO, Nov. 2 (UP) —~ A 
seven-story apartment building 
in suburban Manial collapsed 
| today, crushing many of its 
150 ocedpants in their sleep. 
Police estimated 20 persons 
were killed and “scores” in- 
jured. 

The collapse left a heap. of 
rubble without a wall or floor 
intact. Firemén summoned to 
the scene were pulling dead 
and injured from the debris. 

An official attributed the 
collapse to “bad construction 
materials.” The building, a 
yellow stucco structure near 
the banks of the Nile, was five 
years old. 


A witness said an emergency 

| police squad arrived on the 
scene haif an hour before the 
apartment house actually caved 
in. He said they had been 
| warned by a telephone call 
that disaster appeared immi- 
nent. 
' Police ran into the building 
and shouted through corridors 
to wake the sleeping occu- 
pants. Police said 
the building only to return 
later in an attempt to retrieve 
personal belongings and were 
unable to get out again. 

A student who lives a short 
| distance away, said he was 
awakened by the sound of 
walls crashing down. 

“2 opened my window,” he 
said. “A cloud of dust filling 
the sky penetrated our room 
and blinded us. It wasn’t until 
15 minutes later that the thick 
dust settled somewhat and we 
'saw the house in front of us 
was a heap of ruins.” 

“Three of us were sleeping 
in the same room,” he said. 
“IT awakened suddenly with a 
'feeling like falling into a pit. 
There was a tremendous crash 
around me and all ended with 
a jolt and a noise of stones 
| falling all about me.” 

The house was _§ situated 
about 100 yards from the Nile 
on a broad street flanked by 
other modern-looking dwell- 


ings. It contained about 30 
apartments. 

The disaster was the third 
‘recent building collapse’ in 
Cairo. In July, 64 members of 
a wedding party, including the 
bride, were killed when a 


building collapsed under their 
dancing feet. 

Another building caved in 
three days ago and six persons 
were killed.

Sewer Sellout? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your report concerning the Met- 
ropolitan Sewer District’s refusal to 
accept the responsibility of storm 
water ditch maintenance portrays a 
disgraceful example of how inept 
or indifferent is this agency which 
originally was designed for and 
dedicated to the solution of all such 
water and sewer drainage probems 
in the Metropolitan St. Louis area. 

We, like most others, are neither 
wealthy persons nor long time St. 
Louis county residents. When we 
did decide to buy our attractive 
homes, constructed by one of St. 
Louis county's biggest developers, 
we were assured that both the 
sewer and the stormwater drainage 
wonld be adequately maintained. 
The sanitary sewers and the storm 
sewers had been provided (by the 
bujlder) and the storm water ditch 
running through the subdivision 
was to be maintained. by M.S.D.— 
60 we thought. 

Last spring, during heavy rains, 
the ditch proved inadequate to car- 
ry the water run-off and consider- 
able damage occurred to all home 
owners’ properties adjoining the 
ditch. 

Only then did the home owners 
of this subdivision find that the 
builder, the F.H.A. and the M.S_D. 
were uninterested in either main- 
taining or in improving the exist- 
ing water drainage ditch — the 
builder claiming that it was 
M.S:D.’s responsibility while M.S.D. 
disclaimed it; M,S.D. claiming it 
was the builders responsibility and 
the builder disclaiming it 

The point is that someone other 
than the individual home owner 
must assume the responsibility of 
storm. water ditch maintenance in 
the Metropolitan St. Louis area. It 
is too serious a problem, too wide- 
spread, too complex, and too im- 
portant to the progress of St. Louis 
(city and county) to ignore. 

Who other than M.S.D. could and 
should accept such an important 
responsibility? 

Is it to the best interests of our 
city, our county, and our people 
to let MS.D. “sell-out” to the 
builders and they in turn “sell-out” 
their homes, “their reputation and 
integrity to unsuspecting ‘“‘new 
home” buyers in all subdivisions?

If the Citizens Tax Committee’s report per- 
suades the Aldermen that there is now no way 
of escaping the realities of municipal financing, 
St. Louis will benefit and the committee will 
have performed a major public service. The 
Aldermen have had their heads in the sand since 
last spring. Even getting them to come up for 
a look at the report will be something of a gain. 

The facts of St. Louis's financial situation are 
elementary. 

Assuming that the Aldermen make no new 
major appropriations for the remainder of this 
fiscal year—through next April—the city probab- 
ly can ease along without a major crisis. But 
its bank account will be riding along the edge 
of insolvency. And for the fiscal year begin- 
ning next spring. some $4,200,000 in new reve- 
nue will have to be raised. 

About $1,800,000 of that sum will be required 
to finance the city employes pay-rise bill now 
pending before the Aldermen. A major part of 
the remainder will be necessary to replace cash 
the Aldermen took from special funds to bal- 
ance this year’s budget. These special funds 
finance new traffic signals, off-street parking 
and neighborhood rehabilitation. 

Where will the money come from? The city 
enjoys taxing power in only three general fields. 
Of these only two are immediately available. 
They are property taxes and excise (or license) 
taxes. The third—personal and corporate earn- 
ings—is closéd to the Aldermen without legisla- 
tive and Charter changes. 

If the earnings tax rise recommended by the 
Citizens could be enacted by the Aldermen 
alone, the city’s financial problem could be cured 
almost immediately. The higher rate would 
produce $4,600,000 annually, of which 25 per 
cent or $1,150,000 would come from the pockets 
of nonresidents who earn their living in the 
city. 

But the earnings tax requires state legisla- 
tive action and the Legislature does not meet 
in regular session until January 1959. The 
question would also have to be submitted to St. 
Louisans in the form of a Charter amendment. 
This would require a three fifths favorable 
majority. 

So it is obvious that the earnings tax is no 
answer to the city’s needs of the near future. 
That leaves only property and excise taxes as 
practical solutions. This is exactly where the 
Aldermen were last spring when Mayor Tucker 
and the Board of Estimate outlined a revenue 
program based on increased property taxes and 
higher cigarette and gasoline taxes. 

The case for broadening the city’s excise 
tax authority as proposed by the committee rests 
in equity, and it is compelling. So too is the 
case for an increased property levy. Property 
is a principal source of municipal revenue, and 
it bears some relationship to ability to pay. The 
property levy in St. Louis is still 11 cents below 
the statutory ceiling. It has by no means been 
exhausted as a revenue producer. 

So if St. Louls is to continue as a going con- 
cern after next April it will need additional op- 
erating revenue. Pending the necessary statu- 
tory and Charter changes that would permit a 
rise in the earnings tax, property and excise 
taxes offer the only real sources of that reve- 
nue. Once the Aldermen admit those facts they 
will be in position to act intelligently in the 
best interest of the whole city.

: Lost Steam 

The wet-firecracker fizzle of Syria’s complaint 
to the U.N. against Turkey was in keeping with 
the artificial character of the whole “crisis” from 
the outset. 

A few days ago, Syrians and Russians alike 
were foaming at the mouth with: hysterical 
charges of imminent Turkish aggression and 
warmongering by the United States. It was as 
late as Wednesday of this week, indeed, that 
the Syrians filed their resolution formally de- 
manding an investigation of their charges by a 
U.N. commission. 

But between Wednesday and Friday both Mos- 
cow and Damascus lost interest in their pumped- 
up crisis so rapidly that they were willing to 
wind up the Assembly debate without pressing 
for action on their own resolution, on the West- 
ern resolution or any other. 

What happened? It would be naive to believe 
that a genuine “war danger” could subside with- 
in 48 hours. The only sensible conclusion is 
the one that kept intruding itself throughout the 
preceding weeks of contrived tension—that there 
never was a serious war danger in the first 
place, but only a clumsy attempt to manufacture 
one for the propaganda and pressure purposes 
of the Kremlin. 

Because the great deflation set in at the pre- 
cise time when the Kremlin became preoccupied 
with the demotion of Marshal Zhukov, it is a fair 
guess that Middle East policy played some role 
in the inner struggle which the Zhukov affair 
implied. From expefience the world can be 
sure that the Soviets will continue, perhaps on 
a new tack, their drive to gain influence and 
power in that area. But for the present they 
seem .to have decided that building up a fake 
war between Turkey and Syria has been played 
out as far as it will go.

The County Police and Economy 

The County Tax Reduction and Self-Govern- 
ment League came a cropper Monday night in 
its ill-founded campaign to abolish the St. Louis 
County Police Department. The widely publi- 
cized meeting drew only 50 persons. Worst of 
all for the League, several of the county Repub- 
lican leaders in aftendance strongly defended 
the police department. 

Sheriff Orion J. Litzinger repeated his oft- 
heard assertions that the county police “cost 
too much.” He cited his 27 years as a deputy 
and constable. During most of that time law 
enforcement in the county was inefficient, cor- 
rupt and politics-ridden. The county has grown 
tremendously since then. Who wants a return 
to the so-called law enforcement of those days? 

Against the generalizations of Mr. Litzinger 
and his supporters, opponents presented evidence

that traffic arrests have increased, that the de- | 


partment is protecting 220,000 county residents 
in municipalities and unincorporated areas and 
that it has made major improvements in its 
organization and police work. Mrs. Peter Wul- 
fing, who was a member of the Citizens’ Com- 
mission on Law Enforcement that established 
the department, said that the present $4.73 per 
capita cost of operating all police services in the 
county could be eut to $2.34 with a single 
department, There was a statement that should

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Three Big Elections 

Next Wednesday the country will be fairly 
buzzing with political talk, the most political 
talk since President Eisenhower won his secqnd- 
term victory just a year ago. 

On that day the party forecasters for the 1958 
congressional election and the presidential elec- 
tion to follow in 196@ will be hastily reviewing 
the returns from two states and one large city. 
They will be looking to see whether the upset 
Democratic victory of Senator Proxmire for the 
McCarthy seat in Wisconsin two months ago is 
borne out by new samples of 1957 voter opinion. 

Here are the races, nominees and issues; 


New York City, Population 8,000;000. 

Democratic Mayor Robert F. Wagner. Jr., 
seeks re-election to a second four-year term in 
a race with Republican business man Robert K. 
Christenberry. Mayor Wagner, son of the late 
noted New Deal Senator, won an easy victory 
four years ago, but was defeated when he ran 
for the Herbert Lehman Senate seat a year ago 
against Republican Jacob K. Javits. Mr. Chris- 
tenberry is a native Tennessean who went; more 
than 20 years ago, to Broadway to engage in 
the hotel business. Ih the Dewey Administra- 
tion at Albany, he was a cleanup chairman of 
the New York State Boxing Commission. A big 
man, he once ate 17 lobsters in two hours in a 
world championship lobster eating contest. 

New Jersey, Population 5,000,000. 

Democratic Gov, Robert B. Meyner is running 
for re-election against a business magazine pub- 
lisher, Malcolm S. Forbes, who is also a New 
Jersey State Senator. Four years ago Mr. Mey- 
ner was a virtually unknown lawyer in a small, 
almost country community. His surprising vic- 
tory in the first year of the Eisenhower tenure 
in Washington set him apart among Governors 


‘and he has been watched closely ever since. 


The Republican top command is making the 
Meyner-Forbes race an all-out test of President 
Eisenhower's popularity. Vice President Nixon 
has delivered speeches in the major New Jersey 
cities. White House Secretary Bernard Shanley 
is stumping the state. Three Eisenhower Cabi- 
net members, including Labor Secretary Mitch- 
ell, have joined in fixing the election as a cru- 
cial G.O.P. referendum. By deliberate design 
the White House has put its prestige on the line 
in New Jersey, 


Virginia, Population 3,500,000. 

For the seat being vacated by Democratic Gov. 
Thomas B. Stanley, there is a bitter fight be- 
tween Republican State Senator Ted Dalton and 
former Democratic State Attorney General J. 
Lindsay Almond. Four years ago Mr. Dalton ran 
up 45 per cent of Virginia’s vote to give the 
tight political organization of Senator Byrd the 
scare of its long life. This time the 70-year-old 
Democratie leader of the South is beating the 
bushes to make certain that no such threat de- 
velops again. Until the controversy over publie 
school desegregation at Little Rock, Mr. Dalton 
was given a fighting to good chance to be Vir- 
ginia’s first Republican Governor. The ques- 
tion now is: what did Little Rock do politically? 
On segregation, Almond is for Byrd's “massive 
resistance.” Dalton calls for his own pupil place- 
ment plan to continue segregation, 


New York City, New Jersey, Virginia—three 
elections in representative areas containing 
about one-tenth of the national population. We 
can be sure that the returns from their voting 
booths will be big news next Wednesday.

In Justice to the Nisei 

The Nisei—persons of Japanese descent, born 
in the United States and loyal citizens of this 
country—have just held their first international 
convention in Tokyo. To the meeting President 
Eisenhower sent the following message, read by 
White House assistant Maxwell M. Rabb: 

As trading partners of great importance, 
it is clear that Japan and America have 
much to share with each other, socially, eco- 
nomically and culturally. On the basis of 
common interests and trust, our two coun- 
tries add increasingly to the strength and 
unity of the free world. (This convention 
is) a fine example of those promising peo- 
ple-to-people : gatherings which help to se- 
cure the foundations of peace. 

As we look back to 1941, it is clear that the 
United States military authority, under Maj. 
Gen. De Witt, treated shamefully the Nisei in 
California and elsewhere in the Pacific states. 
They, were herded, on account of their names 
and their appearance, to “relocation centers” 
that were in effect concentration camps. Yet 
subsequently many Nisei were allowed to enter 
the armed forces and served with valor under 
fire. President Eisenhower's message to the Nisei 
improves a bad record of the United States Gov- 
ernment toward a group of patriotic citizens.

Where Did the 


Farm Bloc Go? 


Revolution in Farm Techniques and Politics Too 


Carroll Kilpatrick in Harper's 


History often is made without notice 
—even by those closest to the event. 
The Republican-Southern Democratic 
alliance, a powerful force in American 
politics since 1876, dissolved, perhaps 
for good, in the civil rights fight in 
Congress last summer. 

Now another grand alliance, re- 
lated to the first but never dependent 
upon it, is threatened with destruc- 
tion, or may be already dead. It is 
the farm bloc, that conglomeration of 
commodity interests which has run 
roughshod in Congress for generations 
and which has de- 
cided many a presi- 
dential election. In The Mirror 
1957, the commod- f 
ity interests which . 
make up the farm Public Opinion 
pressure groups 
were as surely split 
as the old Republican-Southern Demo- 
cratic coalition. 

Republicans today, asthe civil rights 
battle demonstrated, are putting their 
bets on the urban. and suburban vote. 


Vice President Richard M. Nixon, 
who with the advice and guidance of 
Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell 
has taken the lead in trying to shift 
the G.O.P.'s moorings in this direction, 
may reap the benefits in 1960. 


Smart politicians are gradually wak- 
ing to the fact that the farm vote no 
longer is so important as it once was 
and that it is becoming less important 
every year. In 1956, the Democrats 
thought they had an issue in farm 
unrest. For their vice presidential can- 
didate, they chose Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee, the Democrat with the 
strongest appeal in the farm states. 
As one who traveled through the farm 
country with Kefauver, and then 
through a much wider area with Nixon, 
I know that the Tennessean made an 
impact in the agricultural Midwest. 
But Nixon made-:an impact in the 
cities, where it counted. 


The Declining Farm Population 


Behind the convulsions in the farm 
bloc is a farm revolution which is 
changing the face of agriculture. 


As recently as 1920, farm population 
in this country was 30.1 per cent of 
the total. Today it is 13.3 per cent, 
Between 1950 and 1956 alone, farm 
population declined by 2,800,000 per- 
sons, or 11.3 per cent. 

Even these figures fail to give a 
complete picture of the decline in 
farm voting strength. Of persons liv- 
ing on farms, more than a third re- 
ceive part or all of their incomes 
from non-farm employment. 

These, then, are the facts behind 
the crumbling of the farmers’ political 
pressure front: fewer farmers; bigger 
produce per farm unit; business in- 
come for farmers working at other 
jobs; breakdown. of regional homo- 
geneity. 

The split became plain as day in 
the first session of the Eighty-fifth 
Congress, which convened last Jan- 
uary. The first blowup came when 
the House voted 217 to 188 to kill the 
corn bill—a measure designed to put 
a floor under corn prices. | 


Split Between South and Midwest 


‘Voting against the measure, which 
would have given corn producers a 
price-support program that a majority 
of them had indorsed in a referendum 
only a few weeks earlier, were 61 
mainly urban Republicans and 155 un- 
expectedly defiant Democrats. Voting 
for the bill were only 65 Democrats 
and.125 Republicans—the hard core of 
the West-South farm alliance. 

This vote marked the first complete 
and open break of Southern cotton and 
tobacco interests with their Midwest- 
ern corn and wheat allies. The divorce 
was caused partly 
viction that Benson, in an attempt to 
influence the 1956 election, had fa- 
vored Midwestern over Southern pro-

checks. Sharp and angry words were 
exchanged between old allies. 

Much the same scramble was fol- 
lowed in the House vote on the soil 
bank. Thirty-eight Republicans and 
154 Democrats voted against the soil 
bank, which Congress had approved in 
a bipartisan vote only a year earlier; 
141 Republicans and 46 Democrats 
tried vainly to save the program. 

After the Senate later voted to re- 
store the soil bank, the House went 
along because it realized that its 
earlier action, purely negative as it 
was, would leave farmers without a 
substitute for this basic program. 

Early this year the Census * Bureau 
reported that the number of farms in 
the United States is decreasing and 
that the size of the average farm is 
larger than at any time in history. 

Such news usually produces cries 
that the small farm is being gobbled 
up by the big commercial operator and 
that the family-sized farm is being de- 
stroyed. Nothing of the sort is hap- 
pening. ' 

This is a rational and desirable ad- 
justment to the farm revolution. The 


farmer with 40 acres and a mule is ~ 


starving. The man with 640 acres and 
a barn full of expensive machinery is 
doing pretty well. He is maintaining 
a family-type operation with virtually 
no hired labor, 


Fewer Farmers and Overproduction 


Most politicians with farm ties still 
refuse to admit these facts, however, 
as Senator Stuart Symington, the Mis- 
souri Democrat with presidential am- 
bitions, demonstrated in July when the 
Senate Agriculture Committee was 
considering Don Paarlberg’s nomina- 
tion as ‘Assistant Secretary of Agri- 
culture. 4 

Symington gave Paarlberg quite a 
lecture for admitting that there are 

, too many farmers. But, Paarlberg pro- 
tested, “we have in agriculture 13 per 
cent of the people of the United States, 
including 30 per cent of all the people 
in the country with incomes of less 
than $1000.” And these 13 per cent 
produce much more food and fiber 
than the rest of the population needs. 

Politicians like Symington who com- 

plain that the farm family is being 
destroyed and that collectivizatign is 
around the corner don’t know what 
\they are talking about. 
\ The proportion of family farms to 
fhe total number of farms has held 
steady in recent years. There are 
fewer corporate farms than two or 
three decades ago, and there certainly 
are fewer plantations, 


Now for a Workable Program 


Congress ought to be working on 
ways to induce more of the marginal 
farmers to move off the land, and to 
develop a producer-consumer relation- 
ship that has some basis in reality. 

Consumer representatives in Com 
gress, now that they hold the balance 
of power on farm legislation, have a 
responsibility to help find a workable 
farm program —one in the farmer’s 
and the nation’s interest. 

With the rapid decline in farm pop- 
ulation, the heavy cost of a farm pro- 
gram no one really likes, the com- 
plaint of the consumer against mount- 
ing food costs, the merchant-middle- 
man opposition to the soil bank, and 
the dispute between representatives of 
various farm organizations, the old 
pressure for handouts should di- 
minish. 

Under these circumstances, it should 
be possible to tackle the crucial prob- 
lems in a more rational way. At least, 
that is one of the hopeful possibilities 
from disintegration of the farm bloc.

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SURPLUS COTTON 
MAKES SUDAN 
RUSSIAN TARGET.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 — 
United States Middle East ex-— 
perts are worried over a cot-| 
ton surplus in Sudan that 
makes this two-year-old repub- 
lic a likely target for new So-. 
viet penetration in the area. 

Russia offered three months | 
ago to barter economic assist- 
ance for some of the Sudanese 
surplus cotton. The first reac- 


tion by Sudanese officials was 
to tell the Russians to buy the 
cotton at the national public 
auction like any other purchas- 
er. At that time, the auction 
arrangement did not fit in with 
the Kremlin's plans, and no 
action was taken. 

Sudanese sources here say 
that the surplus poses a seri- 
ous economic problem and that 
the Sudanese officials are hav- 
ing second thoughts about 
their hasty rejection of the 
Russian offer. 

Another Offer Likely. | 

A fresh Soviet offer, possib- 
ly to buy the cotton for cash, 
is considered likely. The Su- 
danese Minister of the Interior, 
Ali Abdel Rohman, is visiting 
Moscow, and the Soviet am- 
bassador to Sudan also is in 
Moscow, having delayed his 
scheduled return to Khartoum. 

Soviet economic penetration 
has led to political penetration 
in other Middle East countries, 
but Sudanese sources here in- 
sist that they can accept aid 
without being drawn into the 
Russian orbit. 

Western aid also is being 
offered to the Sudanese. The 
International Co-Operation Ad- 
ministration has sent a team to 
Khartoum to explore’ what 
American help would be ad-

Uncle Ray's Column

HE BOILING point of 
T fresh water at sea level is 

212 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The point is lower the higher 
we go. At a height of two 
miles, an egg takes one and a 
half times as long to become 
hard-boiled as at sea level.

Q. Is there any way to raise 
the boiling point of water 
without using a pressure cook- 
er? 


A. Yes. We may place sugar 
or salt in the water. In making | 


syrup we put in a good deal 
of sugar. The boiling point of 
the “sugar water’ rises to 
about 300 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Salt fails to give the water 
a high boiling point. 


Nevertheless it is useful. It 


can raise the boiling point 
without making the water. 
“sticky.”

Housewives sometimes place 
salt in the water of a double 
boiler. This’ brings about 
quicker cooking of the food.

Q. Are pressure boilers safe? 

A. The answer is “yes,” in 
general, but certain conditions 
must be met. The boiler must 
be properly made and in good 
condition. When people use it, 


carefully. 


Q. What makes a teakettle 
'“sing’’? 
| A. Before water reaches the 
| boiling point, bubbles rise. Not 
being strong enough to get all 
the way to the surface, the 
bubbles break. The noise of 
their breaking causes the tea- 
kettle to ‘“‘sing.”
